The Fort^^-Sixth Session of the Xorth Carolina Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in 
the City of Raleigh, N. C., at 9 o’clock, A. M., Wednesday 
Dec. 6th. 1882. Bishop J, C. Keener, President. 

The Conference was opened with religious services, con- 
ducted by the Bishop. 

The Secretary of last session, Rev. Dr. B. Craven, hav- 
ing been removed by death, the Bishop requested Rev. J. T. 
Harris, Assistant Secretary of last Conference, to call the roll. 

On motion of Rev. J. W. Lewis, A. W. Mangum was 
chosen Secretary. 

The third post of the hall was fixed as the bar of the 
Conference. 

Rev. J. F. Harris was elected Financial Secretary and 
Row K. M. Jurney Assistant Secretary. 

On motion of Rev. L. S. Burkhead the Presidin or Elders 
were constituted a committee to nominate the regular Stand- 
ing Committees.

The Board of Church Extension beg leave to report, that they 
have arranged for work under the following Constitution, to wit : 

ARTICLE I. 

This organization shall be known as the Board of Church Ext( n- 
sion of the N. C. Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South : — to be composed of one clerical and one lay member from 
each Presiding Elder’s District. 

ARTICLE II. 

The officers of the Board shall be a President, two Vice Fre i- 
dents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. The Boiird shall elect its own 
officers at the session of the Annual Conference next succev ding the 
General Conference, wdio shall hold until their successois are eleett d 
and accept. The officers of the Board shall constitute an Exec:.- 
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t’ve Committee.T lie duties of th * odieers aud Executive Committee 
s lall l>e the same as usually pertain to such officers and committees 
ill similar bodies. 

ARTirm^ III. 

The object of this Board is to assist as an auxiliary to the Parent 
Board, and to take charire of all the interests and work of Church 
Extension in tlie N. C. xVnnuai Conference, according to the provis- 
ions of the Discipline. 

, ARTICLE IV. 

The funds of this Board shall be derived from contributions from 
the Parent Board, from collections taken by each preacher in every 
congregation, donations, bequests, and collections taken at anniver- 
sary meetings. 

ARTIC’LE V. 

This Board shall hold a regular meeting at the session of the An- 
nual Conference; at wliich regidar meeting, provisions shall be made 
for anniversary exercises. Special meetings may be held on the call 
of the Executive Committee. Nine members of the Board shall be a 
((uorum at any meeting. Vacancies in the interim of the Conference 
shall be filled by the Board. 

ARTICLE VI. 

In no case shall the Treasurer pay money to aid any church 
building until ordered to do so by the PLxecutive Committee. And 
in no case shall tire Executive Committee make an order for such 
]>ayment, till furnished with a copy of a warranty deed, conveying 
the site of the cliurch edifice in fee simple, to the Methodist Episco- 
})al Church South, and also a written certificate from the Trustees of 
su('h building assuring the committee that the payment asked for, 
from this lioard, will speedily open the house for use, free from debt. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Board, at its regular meeting, shall apportion among the 
Presiding Elder’s Districts, the amount assessed upon the Confer- 
ence, by the Parent Board, and the District Stewards are to apportion 
the assessments upon the Districts, among the sevend charges of the 
same. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended at any regular 
meeting, by a two third vote of all the members present, aiid voting 
subject to the ratification of the Conference.

Iherce. At the reipiest of Bishop Keener, Rev. aL L. R ood, 
formerly a Missiomirv to (diina, arose and gave his unquali- 
fied endorsement to Div Allen’s great enterprise in China. 

The Bishop was folllowed by Dr. Young, Missionary 
Secretary, on the same subject. Dr. Young proceeded to 
raise the Missionary collection for the Anglo-Chinese 
College. 

The hour for adjourment having arrived, on motion of 
Dr. L. S. Burkhead, the time was extended. 

There was a hopeful display of godly enthusiasm, and 
the occasion was the most inspiring and profitable, yet known 
in the history of the Missionary work of the Kortli Carolina 
Conference. 

Dr; Smedes, of St. Mary’s Institute, invited the Confer- 
ence, through Dr. Yates, to attend a musical entertainment 
to he given at tlie Institute at 8 o’clock, P. M. 

On motion of Rev. R. O. Burton, the secretarv was in- 
structed to return the thanl^s of the Conference. 

Rev. J. A. Cunninggim announced that L. D. Palmer 
laid paid the Conference Trustees fund, two hundred and 
twenty-seven ($227) dollars, being the portion due the Kortli 
Carolina Conference from the Colvin Fund. The announce- 
ment for services to-morrow at the various churches was 
then made. 

Dr. Young announced the total of the Missionary Col- 
lection for the Anglo-Chinese University was four thousand 
one hundred and thirty-six (84,136) dollars, one medal and 
one church organ.

Nineteen IMissions in the bounds of tliis Conference liave been 
j'vovided witli the (tos])el diiriie^’ the past year. All hut one of them 
( Hunting Creek) have been reported to tliis Hoard. On most of tluse 
tields we notice evidences of imjirovement. while some have made 
most encourging jR’ORress toward becoming selt supporting eliarges. 

Kverv mission field in our boumis luis passe<l under iis caietui a 
review by this ]5oard as the reports of tlie ^Hssimuiries and other 
sources of intVirmation at our command wouhi allow. The result is 
we have felt iustifled in recommendi-hh the (liscontinuance of only one, 
viz: Calvarv Missi( n. in Charlotte, — believing that it oiiylit to be and 
is self-susta'ining. There are several other Missons wliieli show 
hopeful signs of an early development into good seif supi;('rting cir- 
t lilts. That our people niay the better appreciate the work of home 
evangelization and be constrained to contribute more liberally to this 
greatwvork, Ave submit a fcAV facts — out of many Avhich might be given 
—for their consideration : In 1877-9 this Hoard appropriated the sum 
of $:20 ».()<) towardthe support of Hrownlng Creek or ^Vdlite Sulphur Mis- 
sion. A Society Avas organized, and 09 members Averesoon added by iiro- 
fossion of faith ; a gooil church Avas built. A'alued at f>i200, Avhich has 
since been attached to an adjoining (f-ircUit, and noAvj^ays annually its 
q iota of .siO.) toAvardsthe suppoi-tof the pastor. Several ncAV churches 
li -we also been built on some of our Mission fields during the past 
year, and seA^erai more are noAV being projected ; “the poor”— Avdio 
were unable to support a pastor unaided — “liaA^e liad the Gospel 
]>reached unto them;” and, best of all. hundreds of souls have made 
profession of faith in Christ, and a good per cent of that number have 
been received into our church. 

Hut, the full results, cA'cn here, of the labors of our faithful Mis- 
sionaries cannot be estimated. What the Earl of Sliaftsbury said of 
the London City Mission, that it was an instrumentality Avlthout 
Avliich London would have become a den of horrors, an abode of Avild 
beasts, may be as truly applied to some of the dark j^laces cultiATited 
by our Missionaries; but which, under the blessing of heaA'eii upon 
their labors, are beginning to “bloom and blossom as the rose.” 

HeAAU’al iieAv and destitute regions liaA^e this year called upon our 
Hoard for the Gospel, and have been organized into Mission-tields for 
the coming year. 

Help, brethren ! help ! And AA'hile Ave rejoice at the great door^ 
Avhich is noAV open to our church to the A’ery heart of China’s 450 mil- 
lions, let us not forget the Greeks avIio are at our doors.

Too much cannot be said in praise of the admirable amt almo: t 
perfect manner in which two or three of these Records have been kepi. 

We make tlie following criticisms on Records of the Wil- 
mington District Conference : the form is irregular ; the ReCv''yi’d itself 
is meagre and unsatistactory, not even giving tlie written report sent 
in by an absent pastor, and failing to record imixirtant facts and hgures 
in the verbal reports of the pastors present. 

We hope that in the future, all our Presiding Elders will have 
sufficient regard for the regulations of the Church, to see that the 
Journals of the District Conferences are faithfully kept and promptly 
presented at the Annual Conference as tlie law requires.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBA TH SCHOOLS. 

Aluch zeal and interest are manifest, and much good is being 
done in the Sunday School work of our Coiifeiience ; but we Iiua e 
not reached the measure of duty 'and achievement in this open and 
fruitful field. There has been in every stage of its progress a healthy 
expansion of the Sunday School idea. New helps, new methods, 
nexv' elements have been developed. That which, a century ago, 
was an institution intended to teach the little cliiklreii of the poor 
and ignorant people to read and write, is now a Bible, Christian School, 
exhaustless in its resources, unlimited in its plans, infinite in its 
rewards, and intended to embrace all classes and conditions of society. 
The Bible is its text-book, and it may be studied profitably in the 
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Sunday Selicol l>y the vrise and the unwise, the old and the j^onng', 
t he rich and the poor, the ri«:hteoiis and the wicked. 

We hold, therefore, that while the nienihership of the Church 
•Hi'rht to embrace only converts to the faith, the Sunday School ought 
to take in everybody' and that its nienibersliip everywhere ought to* 
be largely in excess'of tiie chiircli meinl>ershii). 

Vv"e greatly desire to see our people* fully awake to the impor- 
tance of this niatter, and do earneastly recommend that our Pastors, 
Sui>erintendcnts and Teachers labor to bring adults, as well as chil- 
dren. into the Sunday School. Tjet, our people get above the idea 
ti.at it is a place where only little children are gatliered to recite the 
Cateciiism. Ijct them kno\v v.'hat the Sunday School is, and what 
help it affords, and they will come in. 

We hoi)e that under the supervision of the Sunday School Board 
this very important branch of our Church work will soon be elevated 
to a higiier plane of usefuinc'ss. 

We submit the following resolutions : 

1. That special attention he given to the instracticii of our little 
children in singing, and in the Wesleyan Catechisms. 

2. That Bible classes be organized in all our Schools for aduits. — 
See Disci i)line on duties of pastors. 

3. That our prea(diers use their influence to induce Superinten- 
(Tnts to organize weekly Teachers’ Meetings wherever it is at all prac- 
ti( able, and that the pastors attend the same as often as they can. 

4. That our pastors give special attention to the appointment of 
Su]ierintendents, and if possible secure young, pious, active, efficient 
men. 

5. That our own Sunday School literature furnishes all needed 
heljis to the study of the lessons ; that we endorse and recommend it 
to all our Schools, and advise them ffi use no otiier. 

6. That we nominate the following as the Sunday School Board, 
to hold office thr four years, provided they are members of the. Con- 
ference ;

B1:P0KT of CO^irAIITTliE ox FDUCATIOX.— XO 2. 

Tftxttv Codlfge.— T his, our eherislied Iitstitution of Icnrniirr, 
tluit liiiH .‘sent out HO many well trained yoiiiiir man to battle with tiu 
storms of life, and to M'ork for God Jind humanity, has been suddenly 
lioreft of its distinixuishedhead. and made to jtaiise in Itsetireer of use- 
fulness. Dr. Braxton ( ’raven, v.'ho was its very life and soul, was 
stricken down in a moment of time, and all stand and yaze and ask 
what was the indication of Providence intended by this startliii'2: 
event? The friends of the Colle^re, the Church, the whole State, 
i(dn in solemn wonder at this dread mystery. He literally sacrificed 
his life to the e:iMse of Christian Education. The Colle*2:e tlvat he di<l 
so mucli to work uj) to a g’reat siieeess for tlie churcli and tlie world, 
is pressed down by a load" of debt, that weipdicd up(ui his spirits and 
bafiled liis aims.* The noblest monument to Iiis name, that his 
hretiiren could erect; tlie sweetest memorial they could dedicate to his 
men >ry. wouM oe. to lift all this load of debt; raise a liaiidsoiue eii- 
d(;wment for the College, and send it forward in its work of benelac- 
ti( ns to the we.rld. d'he Conference has d(.ne well in providing: for a 
part of the indebtedness; and now we must lift the small amount not 
provided for and then nuike a bold strike for a good endowment.

Greensboro Femabe College. — Whereas^ Greensboro Fe- 
male College, an Institution long cherished hy our Conference and 
i»eo[)le for its noble work in the highest department of female culture, 
bad become so burdened with debt, as to necessitate its sale by a de- 
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eroe of Court, wliicli took place at pul)lic auction on the oth chiy of 
June last; and 

Whereas, tSeveral gentlemen came forward on tlie day of sale, 
and purchased tlie same froiii the Nortii Carolina liaiiroad authori- 
ties, at tlieir own risk, and at tlie cost of ^2r,US1.0i) aiij liave kept tlie 
Institution open, and have ottered it to this Confeiviiee on the Scime 
terms on which it was purchased ; therefore, 

licso'.ved 1. That we tender tlie tiianks of tiie Conference to the 
Greensboro Female College Association for purciiusiiig and holding 
the Institution, and for the generous oitlr made to this oody to re- 
deem the College, and we deeply regret our inability to accept tiie 
proposition at present. 

F'lsolved 2. That we are gratified to hear of the pro;^>eroiis con- 
dition of the College under tlie new management, and witii the as- 
surance of the Association that they wiil continue to operate the Col- 
lege in the interest of iMcthodism, we hereoy heartily recommend it 
to the jiatronage of our people. 

Resolved 8. That we deeply deiilore the fact tliat in consecxuence. 
of the misfortune of the College in other years, a number of those 
who had long i>orne its tin ineial burdgns, and sacrideed much in its 
interest, sustained loss by reason of its sale.

Davenport Female Colleoe. — Seven years ago, the buildings 
of this Institution were destroyed by fire, and since then, earnest ef- 
forts have been made to restore them ; but tiie main building is 
still untinished. A good school has been kept during the present 
year, under the management of Rev. (t. F. Round, a member of tliis 
Conference, and arrangements are being made to keep up a school, 
that will meet the wants of the community, till means can be raised 
to hnisli the buildings and ojien again as a lioarding school. This 
valuable projierty is estimated to be worth $10,(/0i), and we heaitily 
symiiathize with the trustees in their elibrts to restore Davenport Fe- 
male College to its former iiseliilness.

William Clo?s was born in Botetourt county, Vn., in the year 1809, and died at the 
re.d«lem*e of his dautrhter in the village of Enfield, N. C,, July 8, 1882. 

In his early youth he had few religious advantages. Ilis eonversion was reinarka- 
hle. He wiis unaecustonied to attend public worship ; and his conviction was attributed 
hv himself neither to any sermon nor to any special reading of the Scriptures, hut to 
the irresistible influence of the Holy Spirit. Thus led to realize that he was a sinner. 
1 e sought the services of the church. When by faith he found the peace which passeth 
u alcrstandin.a:, he received also a full assiirance of his divine sonship. With this assti- 
). nice tliere came a conviction of his call to preach the {gospel — a call which he never 
itoubted. This was the secret of his power. God was his strenj?th. 

He was received into the Virfrinia Conference during its session in Petersburf? in 
and was identified with the N. C. Conference from its orjiauizatiou. For nearly 
fifty years he was an able and efficient preacher of the Gospel. For twenty-eiKl’-t .vears 
lie was Presiding: Elder, and was several times elected to the General Conference : in- 
deed Ids eh clion to serve in that venerable liody was regarded as a matter of course 
until he retiuestecl that his name be not voted for in the quivlrennial choice of delegates. 

He was a profound thinker, a learned ttieologian, a logic*!!! and incisive preacher. 
Ilis sermons in substance jind in strui-ture were unique, compact, strong, oftentimes 
gnuuily eloipient, and always impressive. 

Fpcaking of Dr. Gloss’s ability as a debater. Bishop Pierce said of him, “He has not 
an equal in the Southern church.” As was truly said of him by another, “He was con- 
scious of his strength, and therefore fearless of any odds. He did not float with the 
t ale, but crosseii it at a tliousand points. He quailed iiot at the criticism <)f the iiresent, 
« onscious that the tribunal of the future would rectify all errors and justify his wis- 
dom.” His views on every (piestion affecting the doctrines or the polity of his church 
Avere clear and positi\'e. jle never hesitated to defend liis xtosition. His arguments 
A\ ere cle.ir and strong, often profound ; and none kneAA" better than he the i|ower of 
AA’ t; hut his AA'it Avas neA’er poisoned AA'ith personal ranc*or, and inade no festering 
Acounds in the hearts of his brethren : and he could yieht Avhen convinced. 

In social intercourse he united in'his conversation the v'iA'acity and freshness «»t 
youth Avith the dignity of a strong manho«d'and the simplicity of childhood Avith the 
AA'isdont of age. Young and old listened alike with tinbroken interest to his fireside 
and tidfie talk, so full of informatioji, 'so like a divine harmony Avith its undertone and 
oA'ertone of gosxtel faith— so aptly fi^eshened Avith plea»\nt anecdote. 

In one respect, among many others, his couAcrsation AA'as remarkable. It AA'as sin- 
gularly pure. In a day AA’hen Ji talent for A’ulgar buftronery is too often the iK)i>uhir 
t-'st of fitness for 'public office, William Gloss remembered in CA'cry circle that he Avas a 
gen leman and a Christian. To his friends he aa'us always faithful — alAA’ays generous. 

. .e kneAV Avhat it AV'as to shoAv a christly syinpathy for suffering. To his opponents Ave 
do not knoAA' that AA*e could justly term any’ man his enemj’ — he was forgiA'ing and inag- 
nanimous. A man of strong affection.*!— loA’ing his home, and delighting in the society 
of AA’ife and children, he sacrificed in a large degree the comfort and hap|iines.s of home, 
th.it lie might go and jireach the gospel. As Presiding Elder, in the faithful discharge 
of laborious duty, he spent more than half his time — A'ery often Aveeks and sometimes 
months together — aAA’ay from his home. He AA'as tAA'ice married ; and the churcli 
mourns Avith his surA'iA'ing AA'ife and children. 

William Gloss made his mark upon the pages of the history of our church. He 
f night a good fight. He kept the faith. A croAvn of righteousness is surely his. We 
thank God that such a man liA'ed and laliored and died among us ; and uoav that his 
noble siiirit luis ascended, Ave pray that the mantle of his poAver and usefulness may 
rest uiion. us !

REV. BENNETT T. BLAKE. 

ReA'. Bennett Taylor Blake, the oldest member of the N. C, Conference in years of 
success A'e serA'ic**. aahs born in Southampton county, Va., January 3, 18tK), and died at 
liis residence in Wake county, N. C’., May 28, 1882, in hope of a glorious immortality. 

His parents aa'ci'c Ellis Gray Blake and Mary Taylor, His father remoA’ed from 
Boston. 5Ia,ss., to Southampton county, Va., some time in the latter part of the last cen- 
tury. The family Avere lineal descendants of an ancestor AvhoAvas closely related to the 
distinguished Robert Bhtke, the great English Admiral who rendered the name and 
jioAA'ers of the English naA-y so illustrious in the annals of the commoiiAA'ealth. It is 
still a large fiimily, liaA'ing representatiA'es in many parts of the United States, from 
Bo.ston to San Francisco. They haA'e carefully kept their family records, and can trace 
their lineage from the ancestor that came to jMassachusetts after the extinction of the 
common Avealth. 

When ]\Ir. Blake Avas eight years old, his parents remoA^ed to Petersburg, Va., AA'here 
his mother died in 1811, and his father in 1815. He was engaged as a clerk in a large 
mercantile establishment in Petersburg until he entered the ranks of the itinerant min- 
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=jctrv. His o] po: tuiiities for education were a])ont equal to those of the youth, of his own 
and times. lie retained a fair kiunvleil^e of the I^atia elements duriuf? life, but 
liTs tastes led him rather to the cultivation of polite literature. lii.s reli^fiou s 
education was entirely nef-deeted, but by attending eliureh he learned inue.i 
about the eateelnsius of the Plpiseopal eliurch, and its forms of worship. liO 
attemled the ministrations of other churches for the most part, but was thrown into 
5 .ssociations that >ed him at tinie.s to hear the Methodist preachers that were .stationed 
in Feters))urg. In the year 1822, Ilezekiah G. Leigh was .stationed there, and by lii.s 
i^eal and eloquence, attracted large congregations. In a memorandum found among his 
papers. Mr. hllake says: “I had attended lii.s minhstry for some months. On oneoeca- 
.‘-ioii lie invited all persons who were concerned for their soul.s’ salvation to meet him at 
the church buildiu ' on the afternoon of the next >V'^edne.sd.iy. I was the only per.so i 
t!mt met him, and for the first time had eonver.i;ition witli a minister of the gospel. JIc 
.spoke tenderly and kindly to me as a father would to his son seeking advice. 

‘•There had been no apparent e.xeitement until on .•Sunday evening after my inter- 
view, when the pastor invited ail wlio wished to flee from the wrath to come, and l>e 
.fitiveii, to come and kneel at the altar for instruction and prayer. I rose immediately, 
went forward and kneeled. Soon the altar was crowded with weeping penitents. 
There folknved a genuine revival, the first 1 had ever witnessed. P'or depth of peni- 
tential sorrow, and holy rejoicing among the juning converts and ohl members, I have, 
after sixty years’ experience, never seen ita equal.’’ 

Ilis conviction was deep, and his conversion genuine and thorough. As soon as he 
was converted, he began to exhort others to accept Jesus as tlieir Savior and frieml, 
exliihiteil great zeal in attending upon the services of the sanctuary, and earnestly avad- 
ed himself of all the means of grace. Ju.st lUt' tliat time, in the absence of all the minis- 
ters of the city, he was called upon to perfo«n a public ministration, which, with much 
diffidence ami .some fear, he did .to the .satisfaction of all. Thus was he pointed out, as 
if by a special providence, as one called to the work and office of a minister, by the 
choice of the people nmong.st whom he dwelt. He had already experienced some mov- 
ings of the Holy .Spirit in the ilirection of the .sacred calling, hut afraid, le.st his zeal for 
others in his firk emotion of gratitude to God for liLs own conversion might wrongfully 
lead him to intrude into the ministry, he shrank from undertaking so holy a ta.'.k with- 
t»ut further evidence of a divine call. He consulted Avith his friends, and e.spccial!y 
Avith ilis jiastor. At last he mentioned .some of his doulits and rea-sons for hesitat.ng, 
to his Presiding Elder — afterAvards Bishoii — Rev. John Phxrly. In iiis cliaracteristio 
style. iVIr. Early replied, ‘‘Get your .saddle-h^s, young man ; get your .saddie-liag 

He AA-as received on trial into the Virginia Conference in 1824; and from the begin- 
ning be AA'a.s an acceptable, faitliful, snecc.ssful mini.ster of the Gospel. Without detail- 
ing his sueee.ssive ap]>oiutments during the years of his etfeetiA'e mini.stry, it is sufficient 
to .say that from the flr.st lie serA'ed importtuit fields ; and that in eA’ery department oi 
Avork to AVh ch he Avas as.signed in the order of Divdne proA’idence, he AA'rouglit AA'iselv 
ami AA’ell. As pastor, Presiding El ler, as delegate to the General Conferences of IkH 
and 1844, and to the Cont'crence at Loui.sville, Avliieh organized the M. E. Church, South ; 
as agent for Greensboro College, and as a teacher; at all times, and in cA'ery enterprise, 
iie AV IS a Avorkman that needed not to l>e ashamed,',and shoAved liim.self approA’ed of God. 

He Avas twice married, and to the son of his old age Avho surviA'es him, he leaA'es a. 
precious legacy: the memory of a holy and useful life, and an untarnished name. 

In the words of one who knew him long ami intimately, “His long life Avas a hen- 
ediction to liis family, friends and church. * * * The influence of liis life and 
labors as a preacher, an educator, a citizen ;ind writer, will linger beliind him, now 
that he is gone, like the eclio of a sweet song in memory’s halls, or like the perfume 
of the incense that clings to the walls of the temple after the white-robed jiriest lias 
retired from the altar. 'Being de-ul lie yet Syieaks,’ and will continue to s^ieak, long 
efter tlie nlow-sliare of time shall liave leveled his grave, and the lapse of years shall 
leave no trace of his name on memory’s jiage. We live in houses built by otlier 
liands. We are refreshed in the shade, and regaled by the fruit of trees that Avei'o 
planted before we were horn. We share in the benefits of tlie labors, privations and 
s-ierifices of the generations that have gone before us. Rev. Bennett T. Blake ha.s 
made ids contribution to tlm stoc’K of moral forces and inflHences that are to work 
out stunendons results in the future. His work is done, and well done. lie rests 
from ilis labors— his work shall follow him.”

Key, Tbos. A Coon was l-orii in Alexander county, Sept. lUli, 1842 ; was converted 
Octobe!-. ISGG ; WHS licensed to in eac’i (hctober lorli, IsTo ; joined Coiiftreucc as a iiro- 
balionei- at Fayetteviije in 1872 ; was ordained dcacoii by’J3;siiop luarviu at tiie C<m- 
tcrcnce in Kaleigh in ISTI ; was ordaintnl Ehler by Kislioj) Jvavanaugii at the Conftm- 
ence in Creenshoro in ’7'S ; died trinninhaiitly at Mocicsville, Nov. 2;ali, 1881, leaving a 
wife and three cldidven to mourn Ids mss. 

Bi-otlier Coon tirst travt'led the S. Iredell (now Mooresvi'’le) eireidt as a impply in 
1872. At the following conference he was received on trial anti appointed to the same 
cha*'ge ilie three following years ; tiie next four years Jie filled Stai'-svilie .Station. 
At Uie ex})inition t/f the tali pasttiral term he v. as appointed to the IMocksdlieCirniit, 
from wldeh, after two years of labor. cnibraLUiig several iiioiitiis of feebieness and 
suffering, he was called to ids rewartl. 

As a niaii, physically, he was t>f slentler, delicate mould— imable long to endir'o 
llie rougJi, trying'experienee of itractieal life. Notwillistanding Ids frugility t)f ln>dy. 
he did not shrink from assidnons intellectual a])plicatiou or the artinous duties of flit* 
itinerant iididstry. Witli earnest devtititm Ids pure imble spirit wielded its feeble in- 
sirument till it fell sliattered in the mivlsT of labors and responsibilities. 

lutellectutdly, be was richly endowed. He combined in harmonious measure and 
even balance the jnirely intelleetuai. sternly practical and beautifully ]>oetic el'-nients 
tl'.al constitute a truly splierical being. He cmild think acenrotely, consecutively, 
I'rofoniidly. — reason logically, clothe his thoughts in the most beautiful diction, con- 
struct ids Vlisconrse according to tiie most ^mrfect gramaticai precision aii'parently 
Avitliont cifort— while perfectly free from sell-consciunsness and fiedantry. In man- 
ner lie was as simiile and nnaffectetl as a cldhi. Sociallv. lie was as gentle, amiable 
and sjnipatheiic :is a woman. Ke was guileless. He thought evil of no one ; was 
i.ever acrid, morose, or censorious. He contradicted no one- clasheil svith no one — 
wounded no one. There was no venom on his tongue or caustic on his iKui. In con- 
’s ersarion he indulged in no diihions or hurtiul jests, uttered no llip’pant words, cher- 
ished or expressed no imjiure sentiment. The atmosphere of his social life was fra- 
grant ns tiie aroma of the wenial morn— p.nre as the breatli of heaven. An ang'd 
could have moved about Ids pathway without liaving Idstlionglits corrnoted or soilfi'g 
Ills celestial garments. S])irltually, he walked on a idgh plane, and lifted Ids nead in 
a cloudless sky. His appreiieiision of Christ was clear — Ids a]>])ro])riation of his 
1 lerits free and hearty— ids consciousness of Hivine love deeji and aliiding— ids con- 
i^ecration unreserved, entire, and irrevoeabie. It w.as a living sacriiice, and tlu' Lord 
s-uictirled the oiferhig. In ids exjierieace was summarized the law and in his life was 
i s expression. ‘*Thon shalt love tlie Lord thy God with all tiiv heart ; mid thv neigli-

ih'o. Coon's tyjie of religion was Jolinian. He might fitly be called the beloved 
clisci])le because of the trustfulness and sweet siinplicily of liis spiritual life. There 
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v.i'.s iioiiiiu.i< noisily coiispicnous or doiiionstrjitive in liis religions profession or oxei- 
eise, nut tlie ealnmess of pei-feet trtist, and tlie gentleness of i)erfeet love. His spii-it 
wiis liko tilo }>l;i(t!(l hike tluit slumbers in the stor-in, rcllectiiijU* ms MmiiTorevei*vii*iMW 
ai'ountl uii(l a )()ut it. He mirrored lortli the lineaments of his )a)rd Irom evej'vside 
of Ins heautdiilly developed life. So clear and imniislakable Mats the evidence that 
no one ever (piestioned his integrity or entertained the shadow of a doulh reuarding 
his pu'ty. As a preacher ami co-worker with his famd, he was fai- above ordinary 
Wherever he wrought, fruits tollowed. Spirimal in his ministrv. loving in liis pasto- 
rate, patient <ind zealous ni labors, both (‘ircuit and station inimediately began up- 
\vaid and ouwara movement. 'J'rue to vows, the Lord honored and blessed his min- 
istry. ill tiie great day of eternity, many will lie the stars that will shine resplendent 
in ms (-rown oj re,|oic]]ig. Ihit his woi k among us is done. Tlie stvord of a worthy 
Cciplam has lallen Iroiii the nerveless hand, and liis slimit of onset has died among 
tlu' :u.\ iiiieing luists, hut among llu* redeemed licMvears heavenly vestments, and with 
his Lord he sits erowned.

Jn doctrine he 
A\ as iiioioui^hl^ a^Lethodislic, and m the execution of his w'ork as a pastor lie was faith- 
lui aiKi ieai 4 ess--not heang* alruid to use tlie pruuiia^ knife upon oMendin^: members 
winch lie always did m tciiderness hut with tirmiiess. In his natural disposition he W'as 
gentle and full ot synqiathy, and in his manners unobtrusive. He Avas free from self- 
idiiK'ss, iind no one CAer thought of him, as a seeker of place or poAver. He aceeiited 
Ills appoiutnieiits Avitliont iiiurinuring, with an unfaltering faith in God, and did his 
him It may be truly said, that he ‘‘seiwed his generation b\' the Avill of 
God, tell on sleep, and was lanl unto his fathers.”

“Amen : lilessing, and glory, and Avisdoin, and thanksgiving, mui honour, anti poAver 

u:h 1 might be unto our God forever and CA'er, Amen.” And one ol the eltlers ansAvered, 
saying unto me, “What are tlicse Avliieli are arrayed in white robes, and Avheuce came 
they?” Ami I .said unto him, “Sir, linm kuowest.” Anti he .said unto me, “Tliese are 
they Avhieli came out of great tribulation, and luiA'e Avashed their robes ami made them 
Avhite ill tlu' bloot! of the Lamb.’ ‘Therefore are they beftire the throne of God, ami 
serve him day and night in his tem]i!e ; and lie that sittetli on the throne shall dAA'oil 
among inein.’”

We regret our inability to gi\*e a fuller history of his 
life. lie, hotA'CA’er, sei A'ctl the eluireli ill Aurions tiehls, and AA'as for a time a member 
of the Kentucky Conference ; also of tlie Tennessee. P’or .se\'cral years lie was Presi- 
dent of a P'eiuale College in 'relin. He subsequently became a member of the Va. 
(.‘ollfen'liee, tilled im]>ortullt .stations, and serv’ed as Presiding Ivlder. He Avas after- 
Ava.rd eliosi'li pastor of all Independent Methodist Cliureb in Baltimore. P’roin this 
lie was called to labor for the Alarylaiid Tract Society. To this he dewoted his bast 
energies and AA'ith success. It did not, boAA'OA'er, suit bis ta.ste. He resigned aiul 
look the Avovk from AA'bieh lie avos so suddenly called. 

Dr. P'inley Avas a cultured Christian, of attraetiA e person and manners, andaiircaeh- 
er of decided ability ; a <ieA’oted and faithful serA ant t>f (tod and his church, ile av.is 
doubtless ready for the call to depart. It is due to iiis memory lliat Ave should hear 
this testimony.
